Land Reservations. 

It is now several -weeks siiico avc di- 
rected attentiou to the iujiuious and, 
as wo think, unjustifiablo policy piir- 
Bued by the present Goverunicut in 
respect to tko public lands of the 
Province. The remai-ks we ventured 
to make were more particularly direct- 
ed to the praotioe of shutting up valu- 
able agriotiltural lands against the 
settiier, as, for instance, the Ohilicotin 
Valley. At all times, and under any 
oircumstances, the practice seems, un- 
reMonable in a new country like Bri- 
tish Columbia, where one of the chief 
difficulties to be overcome is a disin- 
clination on the part of the great bulk 
of those who find their way to our 
shores to settle themselves down to 
agricultural pursuits, and where these 
pursuits must in a largo measure un- 
derlie permanent prosperity. I3uLnn)ic 
particularly is this the case iiudcr the 
exceptional circumstaucea at present 
existing. It seems scarcely necessary 
to remmd the reader that, under the 
Treaty of Union with Canada, British 
Coliunbia agreed on her part to convov 
to the Dominion of Canada for ihv 
furtherance of the interoccanio rail- 
way a belt of public lands along the 
line of railway throughout its entire 
length in British Columbia, such belt 
not to exceed forty miles in width ; and 
it was also agreed that until tlio com- 
mencement, within two years from tlio 
date of Union, of the construct ion of 
the said railway, the Government of 
British Columbia should not sell or 
alienate any further portions of the 
public lands in any other \Tay than 
under right of pre-emption, requiriii,L,' 
actual residence of the pre-cmptor. It 
will at once be soon tluit these Treaty 
obligations, (in themselves and by 
reason of Jwhich the Federal Govern- 
ment undertakes, perfectly just and 
reasonable) seriously restrict the action 
of Bi-itish Columbia in dealing with 
her Crown Lauds. And it did not 
seem unreasonable to expect that, in 
view of these restrictions, every stiniu- 
lous, not being inconsistent with the 
spirit and intent of treaty obligations, 
would have been given by the local 
Government to the exercise of the only 
right preserved to us. This seems the 
more reasonable, viewed in the light of 
the fact that the railway belt will i)lace 
a large portion of the most desirable 
agricultural land beyond the reach of 
pre-emption or of acquisition upon tlio 
easy terms Avhich settlers would have 
a right to expect. By this \vo do not 
desire to bo understood as intimating 
that the Eailway lands will bo held ut 
prices calculated to repulse settlement; 
for it must be clear that such a policy 
would bo no less injurious to the c(n-- 
poratiou than to the country. But 
what wo wish to convoy is this: The 
moment the lino of railway is loiMtod 
aiid tho bolt taken up, these lands will 
increase in value somewhat in the 
ratio of their proximity to tho railway, 
and settlers will not hesitate to pay tho 
enhanced price consequent. Any opin- 
ion wo might hazard as to tlicprobabij 
price tho railway lands will bo lilccly 
to fetch could possess but little value; 
yetit maybe renfarked that iu American 
territory under similar circum- 
stances, railway lands liave ideal- 
ized ])rico3 ranging from tiv(; 
dollars to ton doUara an acre; and there 
appear to be considerations which Avoidd 
encourage tlio belief tliat tho railway 
lands in British Columbia, so far iit loiisl 
as they may be iidiqttod for settloiiK-iit, 
will attain oven .1 Iii;^hcr ivuif^o of viihio 
than tlioHO of Nebr.iska. Hero, thun, i.s 
the point: Tho pre-onijitor ^vllo I'lilors 
Tipou land before that railway belt passes 
from Provincial cofltrol, and is fortunate 
onough to find himself includod in tlic 
belt will reap all tlio advantaj^os of 
onhaiioed value, without liavinj< \o ]>:\y 
tho ouhauccd price.

In Vrhich of 
those three eapai'ities uro thoy actinj,' iu 
Hhutting out settlers from tho moat desi- 
rable public lands during the bri«f period 
those lands shall remain under Provin- 
cial oontnd V Tho quontiou is ono tho 
jiooplo liavo a right to iisk, for 
tho subject is ono of tho nuist jn-ofound 
public conccnniiont. The roador may 
not, porhapH, bo aware of how widosjji ond 
tho evil is,— conscious of how near liis 
own door it oomos. No onunioration of 
instances can bo uttomptcd horo; but it 
may bo reiuiirlcod, generally, that frcsli in- 
stancos lire, eoniitantly couunf,' to our uo- 
tico, where valuable settlors aro ropuls(>d 
■'and driven away by it. The baneful in- 
fluence of this evil ovorsliadows tho wludo 
land, oven from I ho footdiills of tho liocky 
Mon'ntainfi to the vry ver^^o of iviiiuinialt 
harbor; and ono cannol, hut roni;u-k Ih.il 
it Buspiciou.sly hovers near tho jjovsumod 
track of the (iaiuula raoilic itaiiwuy. •,\'o 
do not wi.sli to l)o understood as charging 
tho present Ministry with having mado 
all those reserves, although Bomo of tho 
most imiiortatit and injurious havo boon 
made l)y thoiu.
